A. As you know, I cannot, nor i 
can any selectman, set the actual 
tax rate. This is the prerogative 
of the annual town meeting, 
group. I can, howver, do two 
things to help relieve the tax 
burden. First, from my valuable 
experience in business as a pur- : 
chasing agent coupled with three j 
years on your ‘‘Finance Board”, ’ 
I can be a wise spender. Secondly,; 
with a sound program estab- j 
lished, I can help lay plans for ! 
new active industry to locate in 
Agawam thereby helping to j 
spread your tax burden. 

Q: At what location and by 
what actual plan would you at¬ 
tempt to make it feasible for now 
industry to locate in Agawam? 

A: I believe I would turn first ; 
to the “Industrial Tract” located 
between Silver St. and Shoemak-, 
er Lane.

I 
feel there should always be “cross 
section” representation. I have 
not nor will I ever, make any 
promises to anyone. Each sug¬ 
gested appointment will be made 
according to the merits of the 
candidate. 

Q: As the direct head of sev¬ 
eral departments (i.e. Building- 
Leal th-D.P.VV.-Police and Fire) 
will you be able to devote the 
time necessary to supervise all of 
them with diligence?

, “Did you get him JalceJ” I 
i asked. “Come over here and 
measure the distance from me to 
1 the snowshoe, you won’t believe 
that 1 hit him,” replied Jake. I 
hurried over to the elated hunter 
and paced off forty-five yards 
approximately to the still rabbit. 
A tremendous shot for a young 
man, but really amazing for a 
fine old gentleman of 73. Jake’s 
eyesight is just as sharp now as 
it was in his youth. 

I have been after Jake Defore, 
retired custodian of the Agawam 
School system, for over a year to 
go rabbit hunting with me. Al¬ 
ways something has risen at the 
last moment to spoil our plans. 
Saturday we finally made the 
trip. I picked up Jake at 9 in the 
morning and we proceeded to 
Sandisfield for a try at “Jack” 
hunting. 1 brought along my 11 
year old beagle, “Lady,” to chase 
the rabbits around for us. The 
weather was foul, but I like it 
that way, the dog can hold the 
scent of the game very well and 
I have experienced very success¬ 
ful hunts under similar condi¬ 
tions. This proved to be one of 
those days. 

We started hunting at 11 in 
the morning, and by 2.30 in the 
afternoon we had to call a halt 
to our adventure. We both had

our limit of snowshoes and one 
cottontail. “Lady” was pooped 
out from running the four jack 
rabbits. She did a wonderful job 
on them, the rabbits were driven 
■ into us after a circle out of 
l bearing for ten to twelve min- 
lutps at a tinie. Jake killed the 
; last jack to fill the limit, and I 
J had to call the dog off of the 
rabbit she was running for we 
could not have taken it without 
violating the law. 

I have hunted Jack rabbits 
many times before, but never did 
1 run into so many jacks in a 
given area. Not one of the rab¬ 
bits had a tag or an ear notched. 
All were from natural reproduc¬ 
tion and not from stocking done 
by the Division of Fisheries and 
Game. I have yet to bag a jack 
rabbit that has been tagged. 

Jake is all for going again in 
the near future, but I fail to see 
the day in the next month or so. 
Deer hunting with the bow and 
arrow opens up Monday the 11th 
ol November for two weeks, and 
after that the season for hunting 
deer in Vermont with the bow 
opens the 30th. My trailer is still 
up in the Green Mountain State. 

I towed it up there the second 
week-end of September in prep¬ 
aration for the bow hunting sea¬ 
son that ordinarily opens the sec¬ 
ond Saturday of October. The 
drought conditions have delayed 
the opening of the “Bow Season” 
so now I have to bring the trailer 
home next Sunday before it gets 
snowed “in.” Yes, really fouled 
up this year. With the bow sea¬ 
son in Vermont opening the 30th 
of November, a great many of 
the bow hunters are going to miss 
the season. Vacation time that 
had been requested for the reg¬ 
ular opening can not be changed, 
plus the deer season with the gun 
opens in Mass, the first full week 
in December. Many feel that it 
will be a waste of time to hunt 
in Vermont after the rifle season 
for the deer will be scattered to 


the four winds, and will take , 
more than a week for the herd to 
settle down to a regular routine. 
DICK AND UPLAND

ing to make up for days lost from 
the first half of the duck season | 
during the recent woods closure.
